REPORT ON MISSIONS. 


State Missions: 

State Missions is under the direct supervision of the Missis 
sippi Baptist Convention Board, and is divided into the follow- 
ing departments: 

1. Church Extension. This work consists in aiding weak 
churches to pay their pastor, help to build church houses. es 
tablish churches in destitute sections. 154 churches were as 
sisted in paying their pastor the past year, and assistance was 
given to the building of 31 houses of worship. 

II. Enlistment And Associational Mission Work. 
This Board has had in the field this vear six general em 
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listment men and fifteen missionaries, The work of the en- 
listment men is to aid the churches in becoming better organized 
and in the development of a larger missidnary spirit and greater 
liberality in the support of the general work, 

111. Preacher Schools. The pian of this work is to hold 
three-day Bible institutes. This brings the schools close to the 
people. There were twenty six of these schools conducted. All 
expenses being met by the State Board. | 23 fourth-time preach- 
ers attended the Bible Institute In New /Orleans at the expense 
ef the State Board. The text book used is the Word of God. 

LV. Evangelism. A School of Evangelism was held in Mis- 
sissippi College, for a period of four ‘days. There were enrolled 
in this school 175 preachers. The .speakers were Drs. Carver, 
Denham, Dodd and Hamilton. 1237 meetings were listed. Up 
to Aug. 10, 4,735 additions had been reported. This breaks all 
previous records. 

V. Sunday School and B, Y. P. U. The expense of this work 
is met by the State Board and Sunday School Board jointly. A. 
J. Wilds is Secretary of the B. Y. P. U. work and had during 
the summer two assistants, the Sunday School Board paying 
half their salaries. Brother J. FE. oi director of Sunday 
School work, has a number of workers |assisting him in county 
Sunday school nomals. During the last twelve months up to 
July 1 there were delivered 1178 diplomas, 250 red seals, 146 
blue seals, 21 post-graduate diplomas, ten gold seals, from Jan- 
uary 1 of this year to July 1, total of/ 2,237 awards in all the 
books. To August 1 total diplomas in Mississippi were 6,579, 
total awards 590, Mississippi led every |state in the’ south in di- 
plomas during July.

FOREIGN MISSIONS, 


We have missionaries today in the following mission fields, 
China, Japan, Africa, South America, Italy, and Mexico; and 
new fields in Europe are being opened up as rapidly as possible. 

The number of baptisms on the foreign fields this past 
year were 6,998. We now have 611 churches. of which 187 are 
self supporting, 347 of these own their own houses of worship, 
405 foreign missionaries are now under appointment. 72. were 
sent out during the past year and 52 have just sailed this past 
August. 978 native workers are employed. We have twenty-one 
foreign mission physicians. These last year ‘treated 154,070 
nASeS, 

We have 6382 schools with 22,866 students. Of these 284 
are theological students, this being an increase over last year 

f 68 schools and 4,352 ‘students. The receipts of the Foreign 
Mission Board for the year ending May 4, 1921 were $2,432,423.- 
84. 


Recommendations. 


Your committee recommends that this association pledge it- 
self wth such fervor to our $75,000,0°0 campaign that we shall 
meet our obligations to our Lord’s cause in the foreign field and 
that it pledge itself to earnestly pray that God may call from 

within our bounds some workers for his vineyard this coming 
year. 


HOME MISSIONS. 


The Home Mission Board works in co-operation and in con- 
nection with various state mission agencies. Through this 
agency Southern Baptists in the largest way make it © possible 
for the strong to help the weak. The principal work of the 
Board is therefore in the weaker states, of the Mississippi valley 
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and the western states of our territory. The Home Mission Board 
is helping to solve the City problems of the south and with 
larger funds cou. accomplish much morg, The Board is doing 
what it can to evangelize by putting on évangelistie campaigns 
i the cities. Ht is also doing what it car to meet the problems 
of country life where our greatest we akhess is found in point 
of efficiency. 

Through the missior ary and enlistment forces of the Home 
Mission Board much is being done to conserve our vast host of 
country Baptists and to enlist them ins our denominational 
work. The Board has just closed the mst remarkable year of 
its history both in the amounts of funds/received and werk ac- 
complished. The work of the Board for the past year on account 
of the high price of cotton was laid out|on a basis of 100 per 
cent greater than that of any previous y@ar. On account of the 
general collapse in business and the price of, cotton and the 
slow collection of pledges a debt of $727,622 accumulated. Conse- 
quently for the new year they have had to retrench very 
materially in order uke care of the durrent indebtedness as 
well as the expense. The Board needs immediate help. 


In the evangelistic department there were 15,567 baptisms, 
22,689 acdditions ito the churches. Amoug the foreigners, In- 
dians and Negroes there were 2,157 baptisms and 3,208 addi- 
tions to the churches. In Cuba and Papama 178 additions to 
the churches.

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REPORT ON LAYMAN’S WORK, 


The. Laymen’s Missionary Movement appeals to laymen 
from the Layman’s standpoint to give themselves faithfully and 
loylaly to the advancement oi* the causes of Christ, It urges 
business men to pray daily, study diligently, plan wisely, serve 
zealously, an dgive generously in all the work of the kingdom. 
It pleads for more religion in business and more business in re- 
ligion, It stresses the doctrine of Christian stewardship. advo- 
cating that God holds a supreme claim on our time, our talent, 
and our substance, Its missionary ideal is expressed in these 
words: “It is the whole duty of the whole church to preach the 
whole gospel to the whole world.” 

Organization. The organizetion for the Laymen’s Work i. 
Mississippi consists of an Executive Committee of five strong 
laymen with headquarters at Jasckson, and a county, chairman 
of laymen’s work in each county who is an ex-officio member 
of the State Committee. This organization seeks to find and 
develop dependable laymen in each church who will undertake 
to carry out in the church all plans and programs designed to 
enlist and develop the churches and the church members. 

Activities. The interest and activity of our laymen in all 
tthe work of the kingdom have been greatly stimulated as a re- 
sult of the 75 Million Campaign. Men are attending church 
services in larger numbers than ever before; large classes of 
men are found in nearly all of our Sunday Schools; capable lay- 
men are taking a leading part in all our denominational pro- 
grams, 

Tithing Campaign. The biggest thing before our laymen 
at this time is the campaign now on| throughout the South for 
one-half million tithers. The plan provides for a State Steering 
Committee of seven members, composed of the Chairman of the 
Laymen’s Committee, of the state, Corresponding Secretary of 
the State Convention Board, Corresponding Secretary of the W. 
M. U., State Secretary of the B. Y. P. U., State Secretary of the 
S. S. Work. a representative pastor, and an enlistment mission- 
ary. 


Each county will be organized along the same lines and the 
county organization will undertake to organize every church 
for securing a definite number of tithers. The plan provides 
for a round-up week including two Sundays from November 27 
to.December 4. Every church will be expected to secure a num- 
ber of tithers equal to one sixth of its membership or 16 2-3 per 
eent of the church enrollment. Better developed churches will 
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be expected to secure a considerably larger number. The quota 
for Mississippi is 30,000. 

Literature and other information in reference to the tithing 
campaign will be thoroughly distributed from the headquarters 
in Jackson. 

Recommendation. Your comittee recommends that this as- 
sociation endorge the tithing campaign and undertake with in 
the bounds of the association to secure a number of tithers 
equal to at least one sixth of the total membership of the asso- 
ciation. “

REPOR TON MINISTERIAL RELIEF. 


t Your committee on Ministerial Relief, begs to submit the 


following: . 

We believe that the minister, who has come to his day of 
retirement, or who,,for-any reagon, has become disabled. in 
every way worthy of ofr sympathy, prayer, and financial sup- 
port. The same thing is ‘tnie of their widows and orphan chil- 
dren, These men and, women were faithful to God and_ his 
cause, in the midst of the greatest sacrifices in laying the foun- 
dation, for the work of Christ in this State, and surely they 
should receive our hearty support in their <leclining years. Oth- 
er Christian organizations are far ahead of — us_ in this de- 
partment of work and in the discharge of this Christian ob- 
ligation. Even railroads and some other business and worldly 
institutions care for their old and faithful employees. We should 
not only strive to emulate other Christian and worldly institu- 
tions: but we should furnish these old heroes of our faith the 
support they so richly deserve. 

The Convention Board, located in Dallas, known as the relief 
and annuity board, has taken over the work of the states. The 
aim of the Board: is \o give aid and comfort to the disabled 
ministers ge well as to those who have grown old in the serv- 
ice, and have come to their dey cf need and retirement, aod te 
their widows and orphan children such aid as their exigencies de- 
mand, and as their financial condition will allow. 
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The Board has now a beneficiary list of between seven and 
eight hundred. Others are being added from month to month. 
The stipends of the beneficiaries who have been transferred to 
us from the states have, in the most part, been increased from 
40 per cent to 60 per cent and in some instances as much as 
100 per cent. While we have made great strides since the or- 
ganization of the new Convention Board in giving aid and com- 
fort to the disabled and retired ministers. weyare just beginning 
to do what we should do. Our aim should be to persuade our 
people to say to the ministers inactive service today: “Give 
yourself whole heartedly to work, spend yourself freely; be not 
afraid; we do not pay you just the salaries that we should, but 
this we do, at least, solemnly promise, we will stand back of 
you; if you fall in the work, we will care for you; if you die we 
will not perinit your family to suffer; if you grow old in it, we 
will comfort! your declining years.” Just that and nothing short 
of it should be the attitude of our great denomination to its 
ministry, and every one of our young preachers should feel that 
the denomination has{so spoken to him, and that he can accept 
its word at par. If sah? say that so as to carry conviction to 
the men of the hard fields and the-small sak ry, we should put 
new life in them, we, should greatly increase their efficiency, 
and the denomination would be really the benefici: ary.

REPORT ON ORPHANAGE. 


We rejoice in the good report from our orphanage at Jack- 
son, Miss. It is now in its 25th year and has cared for, during 
this time, about one thousand\ children, many of whom have 
grown into manhood’ and womanhood and are now filling places 
of usefulness in homes of their own, many of them, in offices, 
hospitals: machine shops, on the farm, and in almost all the vo- 
cations of life. 

We learn from our superintendent that the health of the 
children is fine. They have not had a death from sickness in 


' four years and are caring for an average of 150 children all the 


while. These children are gathered up here and there from the 
most hopeless and ynpromising surroundings and odctored up 
and fed up and traine up into” u8eful men and women. 

The boys are trained in agriculture, stock raising, dairying, 
truck growing, carpentry, and machinery. The girls are trained 
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in the art of cooking, sewing, washing, lroning, fancy work. and 
general house keeping. 

All the children of the orphanage have the advantage of a 
good schoo! for eight months in the year. under efficient teachers 
and attend Sunday School and preaching every Sunday and 
those who ure christians are trained in christian work in their 
own senior and junior B. Y. P. U's and altogether our children 
at the orphanage are being splendidly fitted for useful christian 
citizenship. 

We comend our orphanage and its splendid work to the 
hearts and benevolence of all our people and urge that during 
the month of November our people send to the orphanage from 
our farms and, stores;-corn, peas, molasses, canned goods of all 
kinds, clothing, stationery: pencils, tablets, pins, needles, combs, 
soap, towels, sheets, pillow cases, and anything that is needed 
in the ordinary home. 

We learn also from our superintendent that our orphanage 
is in good financial eondition and] our children wi!! continue to 
be amp! rovided for if our people will pay up theri pledges 
to the 75 Million Campaign, but will suffer in proportion as we 
fail. 

We urge most strongly that pur people make it a point to 
pay their pledges to the campaigh and let the orphanage and 
all the work of the kingdom go forward to the good of humanity 
and the glory of our Master.

REPORT ON SUNDAY SCHOOL WORK. 


The Great Commission says make disciples, baptize them 
and then teach these baptized disciples to observe “all things 
whatsoever I have commanded you.” 

We would do well to begin our teaching with the baptized 
believers ,or church members, as the above scripture commands. 

We would not in any way minimize the evangelistic oppor- 
tunity in our Sunday Schools but, we would emphasize the great 
weed of enlisting and teaching the membership of all of our 
churches. : 

Perhaps the one outstanding need in our schools today is to 
reach the senior and adult departments. New emphasis is being 
given to these departments by having an “Organized Class De- 
partment,” with a general secretary, who furnishes all the need- 
ed literature and buch other information as will céntribute to 
the enlargement of these departments. 

The following paragraphs deserve our most thoughtful con- 
sideration: 

1. Our “church building movement” as fostered by Dr. 
Burroughs of the Sunday Schoe| Baard. Many of our church 
houses need remodeling and many other congregations are plan- 
ning to build new houses. We! can never have great Sunday 
Schools nor efficient schools any way measuring up to their op- 
portunities until we have houses adapted to modern Sunday 
School work. 

2. We cannot too strongly emphasize the need of better 
trained teachers. The very purpose of a school is to teach and 
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we can never have the highest type of teaching without equip- 
ped and trained‘teachers. During the first six months of this 
year Mississippi has given out more than 2500 awards to people 
who have completed some book in the training course. 

We do most earnestly request and urge our pastors, superin- 
tendents, and teachers to take interést in. plan for and attend 
county Sunday School Normals, Conventions, especially our 
State S. S. and 'B. Y. P. U. Convention, and one of our summer 
assemblies. These are for the express purpose of helping to 
train workers for all our churches. 

As a means of extending our Sunday School work, your 
committee would recommend (1) the organization of County or 
associational Sunday School Conventions; and (2) the exten- 
sion of Sunday School work from our colleges and full-time 
churches,

REPORT ON CHRISTIAN EDUCATION, 


Baptists have always been pioneers in the field of educa- 
tion. The first public school in, America was founded by Dr. 
John Clark, a Baptist Preacher in Rhode Island. This was the 
beginning of our splendid system of public schools in which we 
take so much pride. But even before this, our Baptist fore- 
fathers had established an institution of higher learning de- 
signedly for the purpose of producing a trained leadership: for 
the churches of their faith as well as for the state. 

Baptists have to educate. There is no alternative. Our doc- 
trine, our form of church government, and our ever widening 
program of work make the education of the ministry, the lay- 
men, and the laywomen absolutely imperative. 

Mi Issippi Baptists have three senior colleges and one 
junior college under their management and control. Mississippi 
College at Clinton is for boys only, while Blue Mountain -Col- 
lege at Blue Mountain and Mississippi Woman’s College at Hat- 
tiesburg are for girls only. The junior college is Clark Memor- 
ial College at Newton which is for boys and girls. 

Mississippi College. 

During the past session Mississippi College had an enroll- 
ment of 391, 95 of whom were ministerial students. Of the total 
there were 250 who took. Bible study. 


Mississippi Woman’s College, 

This school has had one of the most spectacular growths of 
any school in the state, having begun work in 1912 and now 
having an enrollment of about 500 students. Of these. 476 
took Bible study courses and 316 took mission study courses. 


Blue Mountain College. 

The number of students enrolled in Blue Mountain was 392, 
which means that all available space yas completely taken. For 
many years this school has filled a great place in our state nd 
denominational life. Now that it is property of the denomina- 
tion, it should continue to bless Mississippi. 

Clark Memorial College. 

Clark College enrolled 120 students last year, 38 of whom 
were ministerial students and all of whom took the prescribed 
ourse in Bible. 
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Each of these schools has great needs that the denomina- 
tion must furnish. The great need|o fthem all is endowment, 
so that the cost of school in denominational institutions will be 
no greater than the cost in our state schools. 


Education Commission. 


[he Mississippi Baptist Educatipn Commission was created 
by the State Convention in Jackson in 1914, It is destined to 
play a large part in the educational affairs of the denomina- 
tion. The commission has recently employed a full time secre- 
tary, and through this secretary it hopes to render great serv- 
ice to the cause of Christian education. No true Baptist should

CONSTITUTION. 


Article 1. The Association shall, be called the Lafayette 
County Baptist Association, which shall meet annually. The ob- 
ject of this union shall be to cultivate fraternal intercourse and 
love Between the churches composing this body and unite their 
efforts in the great work of advancing the Redeemer’s King- 
dom. In the prosecution of these objects the dissimination of 
the Gospel by missiot.ary operations, both at home and abroad, 
shall receive their encouragement, fostering care and support. 
It shall be the aims of this Association to promote the cause of 
Sabbath schools, also the interest of general education, and 
more especially the education of the ministry. All Christian 
ane charitable enterprises shali receive their encouragement 
among Which the support of superannuated and wornout minis- 
ters will receive special attention. 

Article 2, Each church belonging to this Association shall 
be entitled to three representatives until the number of mem- 
bers reaches twenty-five, and qne delyate for every twenty -five; 
provided, in no case shall any thurch have more thant eight 
delegates. 

Article 3. The messengets present representing churches. 
shall during the session present their letters of correspondence 
which must state their appointment, together with the number 
of members in fellowship. the humber baptized, received by let- 
ter, restored, dismissed by letter, excluded and died uring the 
year. 

Article 4 Any church of this Association failing to repre 
sent itself at one meeting will be expected to state the reasoa 
thereof at the next meeting, and any church thus failing at two- 
successive tieetings, the Assod¢iation may consider it dropped 
from ‘it membership, ar may appoint a committee to inquire into 
such failure. 

Article 5. Other churches approving our Artcles of Faith, . 
and desiring to act and live in fellowship with us, may be ad- 
mitted into this body by signifying thei approval and desire by 


delegate and letter. / 


Article 6. This association shall have a Moderator, Treas 
urer and Clerk who shall be chosen by ballot or otherwise at 


each annual meeting. A majoricy of the votes cast being neces- 
sary to an election. . 


Article 7. Membership in this Association shall be essential 
to eligibility to any offic. within the body. 
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Article 8, This Association| shall have no power to adopt 
rules or institute proceedings that shall infringe upon the in- - 
depnedence or rights of churches, but it may, when requested 
by a church in its letter or corjespondence, and not otherwise, 
give advice in such body, and it may separate from such churches 
as are known to walk disorderly; 

Article 9. This Association |may correspond by letter 01 
messenger with other representative bodies of the Baptist de- 
nomination, 

Article 10. This Association shall at its annual meetings, 
appoint an Executive Board, composed of seven members living . 
in the same vicinity, and five of whom shall constitute a quo- 
rum. Said Board shall elect its|own officers and shall have 
power to transact the business of the Association when the As- 
sociation is not in session and for this purpose meet as often as 
the Chairman may deem necessary. An annual report of the 
proceedings of the Board shall bea made to the Association, 

Article 11. This Constitution may be altered or amended 
at any regular meeting by a majority of two-thirds of the mem- 
bers present, provided the propokition to change be made at a 
previous meeting. 


RULES OF DECORUM. 


Article 1. This association shall be opened and closed by 
L prayer. 

Article 2. The Moderator shall be considered judge of or- 
der and shall have discretionay right to call order at, any time. 

Article 3. Any member not satisfied with his decision may 
appeal to the Association the same day, but at no other. 

Article 4. The Moderator may have the same privilege of 
speech a sany other member of the body; provided he call some 
other brother to the chair; but shall not be permitted to vote 
except in case of a tie. 

Article 5. Every motion "shal in order and seconded, after 


sufficient time for discussion, shall be by the Moderator put to 
a vote of the Association, a majority of whom shall govern, and 
the decision shall be publicly announced by the Moderator. 
Article 6. But one member re speak at a time, who 
shall rise to his feet and address the Moderator; and the Moder- 
ator, when addressed by a member for permission to speak, 
shall signify the same by naming the person or othewise. 
Article 7. Every member, in addressing the body. must 
confine his remarks to the subjeet under discussion, and neo 
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~ member shall be interrupted while speaking, unless he departs 
from the subject, or uses words of personal reflection. 
Article & The appellation “Brother” shall be used.in our 


addresses. 

Article 9. No member shall be allowed to speak more than 
twice on the same subject without leave of the Association, nor 
more than once until all have had an opprotunity of speaking, 

Article 10. No member shall be at liberty to absent him- 
self during hours of business withoutt leave from the Modera- 


tor. 

Article 11, It shall be the duty of the Clerk to keep a 
coirect record of the proceedings of the Association and submit 
the same for corection of the Association at the close of each 
session, and to preserve a file of the proceedings of the body. 

Article 12. It shall be the duty of the Treasurer to receive 
all moneys received for Denominational purposes and pay them 
over by order of the body. 

Article 13. In case of a motion to suspend any rules of the 
Association a vote of two-thirds shall be necessary. 
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
